The long-awaited survivor 
benefit plan' was signed into 
law by the President September 
21. Under the new plan, widows 
of retired or retirement-eligi¬ 
ble servicemen will be able to 
receive a maximum survivor ben¬ 
efit of up to 55 per cent of 
the serviceman's retirement pay 
Unless they specify otherwise, 
future retirees will automat¬ 
ically be covered by the.pro¬ 
gram. Personnel who are re- 
tited now have one year inwhich 
to join. The new plan will re¬ 
place, at a lower cost, the re¬ 
tired Serviceman's Family Pro¬ 
tection Plan (RSFPP) presently 
available. Future" retirees will 
no longer be eligible to par¬ 
ticipate in RSFPP. Current par¬ 
ticipants will be allowed to 
continue to drop RSFPP for the 
new plan, or also combine the 
two survivor programs, provided 
the total benefits do not ex¬ 
ceed 100 per cent of the ser¬ 
viceman's retirement pay.

HOSPITAL CLIPPER 
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HOW CAN I GO TO COLLEGE? 
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RETIREMENT OF SENIOR 


This is a question often asked 
when new personnel check into 
this command. Before you decide 
to get out $>f the Navy to enroll 
in college you should be aware 
of what the Navy has to offer. 

What could a year of college» 
cost? $1,000; $2,000; $3,000 or 
more. But of course you may 
say you're going to use the G.I. 
Bill. The G. I. Bill is a fine 
program and it pays 36 months of 
college. But does it give you 
enough to cover all expenses? 
The Navy Scholarship programs 
don't leave you hanging, they 
pay all the way, and still allow 
you to use your G. I. Bill later 
for that advanced degree or ex¬ 
tra study on your own. 

NEDEP for r dietitians and NENEP 
for nurses are two scholarship 
programs which allow qualified 
personnel, male and female, to 
obtain a Bachelors degree and 
become a commissioned officer. 

The United States Armed Forces 
Institute, USAFI, offers over 
6,000 correspondent courses from 
leading colleges and universi¬ 
ties. You can earn credits equi¬ 
valent to the first years of 
college. At the same time you 
can use the Navy Tuition assist¬ 
ance program and attend a col¬ 
lege in the Memphis area or the 
off campus studies of Memphis 
State at Duggan Hall located on 
South Side. State Technical 
Institute will offer courses at 
Duggan Hall also, starting this 
spring. The tuition assistance 
program wi]J. allow you to take a 

maximum of 10 semester hours at 
25% the cost.Both USAFI and tui¬ 
tion aid allow for credits to be 
transferred to many colleges and 
universitites throughout the 
country. 

A good example of the Navy 
Scholarship program is NESEP 
which pays for your tuition and 
expenses through four years of a 
civilian college or university , 
while you earn a Bachelor of 
science degree and a commission. 

ADCOP, another scholarship 
program, gives career designated 
Petty Officers full tuition and 
expenses to a junior college. 
This program leads to an associ¬ 
ate degree in arts or sciences. 

These are but a few of the 
programs the Navy has to help 
you through college. The list 
goes on: Appointments to the 

Naval Academy for enlisted men, 
Project # BOOST for minority 
groups, NROTC scholarships,Post¬ 
graduate school for officers. 
Officers Degree Completion Pro¬ 
gram, CLEP, and more.

Whether you mail your Fed¬ 
eral Post Card Application 
(FPCA) for an absentee ballot 
from the vicinity of Zanzibar to 
Zanesville, O., from Greenland 
to Galveston, Tex., or from Sai¬ 
gon to Sarasota, Fla., be sure 
to mail it in time to get your 
ballot, vote it, and return it to 
meet your State’s deadline. 

There’s one clear advantage 
you’ll have in using the FPCA 
or in returning your absentee 
ballot to your local election offi¬ 
cial—and that's the postage- 
free, airlift or airmail service 
accorded the FPCA and the 
voted ballot. 

Transit time for airmail takes 
approximately 5-7 days for de¬ 
livery to any point in the States 
from any land-based unit over¬ 
seas, Service postal officials have 
pointed out. If you're aboard 
shift, airmail may take a mini¬ 
mum of 5-7 days to get back 
home. To ensure that your bal¬ 
lot beats the deadline, allow 10 
days’ transit time in mailing it 
if you’re at sea or in an isolated 
outpost. 

While the majority of States 
require your voted ballot to 
reach election officials before the 
polls close on election day— 
Oklahoma and Pennsylvania re¬ 
quire absentee, voted ballots to 
reach officials by 5 p.m., Nov. 3, 
1972. At the other extreme, Ha¬ 
waii requires that a ballot re¬ 
turn envelope be postmarked no 
later than Nov. 6 and that it 
must reach officials by noon, 
Nov. 13. The State of Washing¬ 
ton requires that you vote your 
ballot no later than Nov. 7, and 
that it reach officials no later 
than Nov. 22. 
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“ . . . Next time you address the

Tips For Job Hunting 


Here are a few tips on getting a job in civilian life. 

Upon leaving the service be sure bo seek an employer that can 
meet the following conditions: 

You should receive at least $480 bake home pay per month after 
taxes, dues and medical insurance. Request regular promotions with 
pay raises for length of employment. 

Request 30 days paid vacation per year starting with your first 
year. Also, you should have low rate or free world travel privileges 
anytime on vacation. 

You must be able to continue your education with the company 
paying 75 per cent of the cost of learning. If you are selected for 
college, your tuition should be paid and your normal salary continued. 

Ask for $300 worth of clothing and a monthly maintenance allow¬ 
ance, plus rations and housing allowance. 

Make sure the company has a swimming pool, tennis courts, golf 
course, library and movie theater for your use. 

Your employer should also provide unlimited sick leave with pay, 
and don't forget, dental and medical care should be free for yourself 
and your family. 

The company should provide a grocery, department, laundry, var¬ 
iety and other stores which reduce your expenses up to 30 per cent. 

Make sure the retirement clause states -that you. may retire after 
20 years, at half pay. 

You should be able to relocate at your request, anywhere in the 
United States or free world. Have the company pay your travel 
expenses up to six cents a mile and move your household articles 
free of charge. If you are married, make sure your dependents travel 
for free and that you receive one month’s extra housing allowance 
each time you move. 

Inform your employer you want up to $10,000 to stay on with him. 

Don’t forget to let your employer know that you are not ex¬ 
perienced in the work, but you would like to train and receive all 
company benefits right from the start. 

Now, if your would-be employer cannot meet the above require¬ 
ments, see your Career Counselor — he works for an employer that 
can! 


Optometrist Careers Now Opening 
For Medically Trained Personnel 


Health career opportunities 
for men and women with one or 
two years specialized training 
beyond hlfrh school are rapidly 
opening up in the vision care 
field where thousands of para- 
optometrics will be needed in 
the next decade to help ease the 
shortage of optometrists. 

In a new pamphlet, “The 
Paraoptometrics,” the American 
Optometric Association points 
out that 11 formal education 
programs are now available for 
optometric assistants (one year 
of study) and optometric tech¬ 
nicians (two years of study). 
Both 'courses include lectures 
and laboratory work supple¬ 
mented by actual experience in 
optometric clinics and practices. 

After graduation, most para¬ 
optometrics work for optome¬ 
trists engaged in private prac¬ 
tice, although career opportun¬ 
ities are also available in opto¬ 
metric clinics and with govern¬ 
ment agencies. 

With some 18,400 optome¬ 
trists practicing in over 6,200 
communities throughout the Na¬ 
tion, the employment picture 
looks healthy for paraoptome¬ 
trics. Most will be able to choose 
what part of the country and 


what city they want to work in. 

Paraoptometrists perforin var¬ 
ied responsibilities under the 
direct supervision" of optome¬ 
trists. Depending upon the 
amount of education, paraopto¬ 
metrics may do laboratory 
work, assist with contact lens 
work, help with visual training, 
do chairside assistance or han¬ 
dle office administration respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Through jjs National Regis¬ 
try of Paraoptometric Person¬ 
nel, the American Optometric 
Association offers a placement 
service to assist paraoptome¬ 
trics in finding jobs. The asso¬ 
ciation also issues continuing 
education materials to paraop¬ 
tometrics to help them keep 
pace with new developments and 
procedures relating to their 
duties and responsibilities. 

Paraoptometric e d u c a t i on, 
training and employment prac¬ 
tices are discussed in the asso¬ 
ciation’s pamphlet, “The Para¬ 
optometrics.” A copy is avail¬ 
able to those sending a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope to 
AOAR Registrar, American Op¬ 
tometric Association, 7000 Chip¬ 
pewa St., St. Louis, Mo. 63119. 



Q—Who approves schools or 
institutions for training under 
the GI Bill? 

A—That responsibility falls 
to the states, each of which has 
an approving agency. 

Q—Are women veterans eli¬ 
gible for VA pension? 

A—Yes. Some 10,100, or 
about .9 per cent of th^ total 
number of veterans on VA pen¬ 
sion rolls, are women. 

Q—I have National Service 
Life Insurance which has been 
in force under the ordinary life 
plan since 1945. If I discontinue 
premiums and take out a paid- 
up policy, will--my dividends be 
discontinued ? 

A—No, but dividends will not 
be as large as those on your 
present policy. If you take out 
a paid-up policy, the amount of 
insurance in force will be less 
than the present face value of 
your policy, and dividends will 
be computed on the reduced 
amount.
